I. Becavss we are clearly of Opinion, that 
the Laws, as they now ſtand, are amply ſuf- 
ficient to curb Licentiouſneſs of every ſort, 
and to prevent or puniſh all ſuch Crimes as 


may be injurious to the State or ſubverſive of 


public Tranquillity. 


2. Becauſe, even thoughit were true that any 


Evil exiſted, ſuch as might ſeem to require a 


new Law to counteract its Effects, we con- 
ceive that Laws made on particular Emer- 


gencies, and enacted on the Spur of the Oc- 
caſion, are at all Times dangerous to conſti- 


tutional Liberty, inaſmuch as they are uſu- 
ally framed in haſte, and 


erhaps, under 
the Influence of Paſſion, or of arbitrary Prin- 
ciple, and are apt therefore to entail upon the 


State a real and permanent Evil, inſtead of 
the evaneſcent and temporary Inconvenience 


they aſſume to obviate.
